The FUTURE of PLANNING 
was discussed in arecent 
talk by Mr. Lewis Silkin. 


A plea for the exercise by planners of a 
sense of realism in the preparation of 
development p!ians—realism in the sense 
that that which was planned should have 
a reasonable chance of being carried out 
—was made by Mr. Silkin, M.P., Minister 
of Town and Country Planning, when he 
spoke at the first post-war annual dinner 
of the Town Planning Institute held at the 
Trocadero Restaurant, London, on 
November. 2. 

Mr. Silkin began by expressing his faith 
in the future of planning and the planning 
profession, In this country today both 
were in a healthy and sturdy state and 
despite the imminence of a “certain 
event” and the talk there had been in 
some quarters about repealing the 1947 
Town and Country Planning Act and cut- 
ting the New Towns programme, he con- 
sidered there was little need for any fear 
regarding the future. Whatever the out- 
come might be of that “certain event” to 
which he had referred, he hoped the work 
of town and country planning would con- 
tinue. It was now accepted as one of the 
essential factors in the life of the Country 
and he did not think anyone would wish 
to return to the days of entirely uncon- 
trolled development. 

The Minister went on to refer to the 
development plans that were now being 
prepared in all parts of the country and 
pointed out that the plan was only the first 
slage—a very necessary first stage—to 
action. The time was coming when these 
plans would have to be translated into 
action and today the public had a sense of 
something lacking in that these beautiful, 
illustrated two-guinea volumes were not 
being translated into buildings and com- 
pleted planning schemes. Hitherto these 
documents had been prepared in many 
cases in a spirit of complete irresponsi- 
bility, without any explanation as to how 
the plans were going to be implemented. 
Very soon we would cease to talk about 
making plans and turn to the subject of 
implementing plans, Therefore the plans 
would have to be prepared on a much 
more realistic basis than they had been 
hitherto. For this reason, said the 
Minister, he wanted to make a strong plea 
for realism in the preparation of plans. 
The Minister concluded by saying that the 
greatest danger to planning was not this 


talk about repealing certain Acts of Parlia- 
ment but rather the fact that unless some- 
thing concrete was done about carrying 
out these plans, the public would become 
disillusioned and lose faith. 


The Second CONGRESS 
of th INTERNATIONAL 
UNION of ARCHITECTS 


is to be held next year. 
The Congress, which will take place 
between September 3 and 10 at Warsaw, 
will consider the following points:—The 
future reconstruction of towns destroyed, 
the remodelling of existing towns and the 
construction of new towns. The theory and 
practice of town planning in architecture 
presented for the following concrete cases: 
(a) Civic centres and centres of districts; (b) 
the dwelling; (c) free space; (d) the tech- 
niques of realization. 

There will be a national exhibition closely 
related to the theme of the congress and 
organized by the Union, on view in Warsaw 
at the time of the conference. This exhibi-° 
tion will provide illustrations to the papers. 
and reports. The congress will be directed 
by a committee composed of the president 
and the rapportéurs of each session and will 
be presided over by the president of the con- 
gress. This committee has been selected by 
the Executive Committee of the UIA and 
includes Roman Piotrowski (Poland), presi- 
dent, and the following members: Nicolas

All over the Western sector of Berlin new shops are being built on bombed sites and on open 
spaces.

Baranov (USSR); Cesare Chiodi (Italy); 
Hugo Van Kuyck (Belgium); Marcel Lods 
(France); Tage Wiliiam-Olsson (Sweden); 
Porfirio Pardal-Monteiro (Portugal); Thomas 
Sharp (Great Britain); Jean Tschumi (Swit- 
zerland). 

The British Committee (chairman, Mr. H. S. 
Goodhart-Rendel) of the UIA will be 
responsible for arranging for papers dealing 
with the subjects of the conference from 
Great Britain. Architects will appreciate 
that this congress is open to individual archi- 
tects in exactly the same way as the con- 
gress held at Lausanne in 1948. It is, how- 
ever, felt that owing to currency and other 
restrictions individual architects may be 
somewhat nervous in undertaking to attend 
the congress. The President of the Inter- 
national Union, Sir Patrick Abercrombie, 
has, however, given an assurance that the 
committee in Poland responsible for 
organizing this conference is most anxious 
to help as far as they can with hospitality. 
It is probable therefore that the major diffi- 
culty, i.e., currency, may to some extent 
be relieved by the assistance which the 
Polish architects have promised. 

Any architect who intends visiting Warsaw 
in 1950 is asked to write to the Secretary, 
British Committee, 66, Portland Place, 
London, W.1, without delay so that some 
preliminary communication can be sent to 
Poland of the probable position. This will 
also be an advantage in attempting to deal 
with the currency problem as it will be 
essential to give the currency authorities 
some idea of the total demand likely to be 
made in connection with the conference. 
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This shop in San Francisco, the most recent work by 
Frank Lloyd Wright, is designed to lead the eye to the 
entrance. Inside the opening a use of false perspective 
gives the impression that the entrance hall is longer than 
it is. Presumably it was thought that a stimulation of 
the public’s curiosity would boost sales. But very few 
salesmen would agree that such a design has many advan- 
tages from the commercial point of view, for it does away 


with the practice of window shopping which usually 
attracts a certain: amount of custom. It is obviously 
better that such experiments as this should be made rather 
than a continued blind acceptance of the chromium and 
glass type of shop-front, which is doubtless of advantage 
to the multiple stores but creates a monotonous appeat- 
ance in the shopping street. Further illustrations of this 
shop will be found on page 516.

The APPEARANCE of BOMBED 


SITES may be improved. 


The text of a War Damaged Sites Bill was 
issued last week. This proposes to empower 
local authorities throughout the United 
Kingdom to take over war-damaged sites 
for a period not exceeding five years if the 
damage has not been made good and if the 
site is in a condition harmful to the amenities 
in the neighbourhood. The Bill concerns 


bombed sites which may be unsightly and 
possibly dangerous, but which cannot yet be 
redeveloped, It is hoped that the tidying and 
temporary use of these sites for amenity pur- 
poses, which would become possible under 
the Bill, will contribute to the preparations 
being made for the 1951 Festival of Britain. 
If it is not possible for local authorities to 
lease bombed sites by agreement they may 
be authorized to take possession of them 
by compulsion, ; 
When a local authority has taken possession 


of a site under the Biil, it will be its duty to 
execute the work needed to make the site 
presentable, or to secure that this is done 
under the lease of the land to another 
person. Land in the possession of a local 
authority may be used for any of its statu- 
tory purposes, or as a garden, or it may be 
leased to another person. 

The local authority may be directed to 
relinquish such land to any person who 
wishes to develop it himself and has obtained 
planning permission. 
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The B.B.C. is to broadcast talks 
on PUBLIC ARCHITECTURE. 


This series of three talks will be given in the 
Third Programme by Frederick Gibberd 
(November 14, 7.25 p.m.), Percy Marshall

architect attached to a public body is in a 
better position to contribute to architecture 
than the independent private practitioner, and 
what effect the great increase in local and 
central authority will have on architecture 
and the architectural profession. In the 
third broadcast in the series Mr. Jordan will 
sum up what the previous speakers have said 
and will then act as chairman in a discussion 
between them.

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TWO MINISTRIES WITH TWO 
POLICIES 


HE reactions of two Ministries, each concerned with a 
particular type of building, to the Government’s recent 
economy proposals make an interesting comparison. 

The Ministry of Education aims at a 12} per cent. reduction 
on the cost of school construction based on 1949 prices. The 
Ministry of Health, on the other hand, have accepted a cut 
of 35 million pounds a year, and will achieve this economy by 
the simple expedient of not building 25,000 of the 200,000 
houses which were proposed to be built in 1950. 

In other words, “ Tailor ” Tomlinson is cutting his children’s 
coats according to his cloth, while Aneurin Bevan is adopting 
the simple expedient of letting one in eight of his children go 
naked. It is not fair to draw too close a coniparison from the 
action of these Ministries, because of the obvious differences 
in the scope of their tasks. One factor, however, is identical 
to both, and that is the extreme urgency and the enormous 
size of their respective programmes. 

It is reasonable to presume that the Ministry of Education 
acted on the advice of their newly-formed costing committee 
when the decision was made to save money by reducing the 
cost of schools, and not by reducing the number of school 
places. The Journat has complete confidence that the 
Ministry will make its economies in the spheres of simple 
planning and efficient structural methods rather than in 
standards of classroom space, amenity and design. 

With regard to the Ministry of Health, however, it is a con- 
siderably harder task to discover on whose advice they acted 
when deciding to reduce the housing programme. No doubt 
the immediate issue raised was whether to cut house standards 
or the numbers to be built. If asked to decide between a 
cottage next year and a middle-class villa sometime in the 
future, the Micawber spirit which lurks in most people would 
possibly urge the Minister to choose the latter (unless he lived 
in an ex-army hut or a slum). He was helped in his decision 
by the knowledge that he was standing true to his word : 
that housing standards will not be reduced. 

There is, however, as the Ministry of Education will no doubt 
hope to prove, an alternative method of economizing, and 
that is in production and in a reassessment of planning needs. 
The Ministry of Health is in contact with a large number of 
advisory bodies, the chief source of information being, of 
course, the Ministry of Works, but the surprising fact is that 
there would appear to be no central guiding body on large-scale 
house production. Much extremely valuable work is being 
done at the research stations, and by the technical depart- 
ments of the MOW, and the DSIR, but much of this work is 
based on a long term policy and the technicians are not in a 
position to be able to advise the Ministry of Health in time 
to affect changes caused by a steadily altering economic 
position. 
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Now, surely, is the moment to form an advisory group who 
can plan house production in a much more comprehensive 
way than at present. The steady sampling and testing of 
various types of house construction, the procuring of informa- 
tion on the performance of materials, and the study of com- 


parative costs, are all necessary and desirable. 


The full 


implementation of this information, the development of a 
combined operation of architects; scientists, economists and 
the building industry to procure maximum house production 
within the limits of ih2 national purse is the next step which 


must be taken. 


It is not only in times of war when such 


co-operative and comprehensive measures are necessary.

SHARPS THE WORD 

The ordinary intelligent citizen is be- 
coming disillusioned about the future 
of our cities. Since the war, innumer- 
able plans have been published, some 
good and some bad, but all by well- 
known planners. They have been re- 
ceived with a mixture of acclaim and 
execration. Most of them have been 
adopted “in principle” with enthusi- 
asm by the authorities that commis- 
sioned them. The rest is silence. From 
time to time, however, local newspapers 
allow a faint echo of internal rumblings 
to penetrate the stillness. From Exeter, 
for instance, comes a report of discus- 
sions in the Council Chamber about a 
new lay-out for Eastgate Square, a 
vital focal point in the plan. Some 
months ago it appears the Council 
abandoned Dr. Thomas Sharp’s plan 
for this area. The present proposals 
are their second shot at the problem, 
the first having been rejected by the 
Ministry of Transport. 


While not concerned to discuss the 


_Merits or demerits of the latest scheme 


(accepted unanimously), it appears re- 
markable that consultants should hear 
nothing of their plans once they are 
presented to the Council. Dr. Sharp 
tells me that he was not consulted 
on any modification of his plan. It 
must be somewhat disappointing 
after having expended oneself to 
provide a basis for the renewal 
of a city to find the scheme slowly 
being whittled away and learn of it 
accidentally through a newspaper cut- 
ting. The loss to the City of Exeter 
is considerable, and its future inhabi- 
tants may well regret a missed 
opportunity. 


Dr. Sharp’s Oxford Plan has also had 
a narrow escape recently, but here, 
although again the planner was not con- 
sulted, the City Council referred back a 
recommendation from the Planning 
Committee that the castle site should 
be used for the new county offices. 
Readers of the book Oxford Re- 
planned will remember that it was 
suggested that in the interests of the 
future of the city the County Council 
should not insist on a dominating site, 
and the castle area was scheduled as an 
open space. The City Council is to be 
congratulated on rejecting this piece- 
meal betrayal of their plan, but its 
author is not far away and could no 
doubt be of great help in its future de- 
velopment. 


* 


The biggest set-back for the future 
orderly and beautiful growth of 
Oxford was, of course, the astonishing 
approval by the Minister of TCP of 
the enormous extension of the gas- 
works on the existing site. Dr. Sharp 
rightly advised’ that the extension 


might well form the first part of new 
gasworks on another site with a view 
to the eventual removal of the exist- 
ing installation. 

We hear such a lot nowadays about 
the need to.regard planning schemes 
as flexible that the idea as expressed 
by “ Authorities” has become more 
than a little suspect. Only too often 
it has become clear that even the most 
carefully considered conception of the 
future character of the town has been 
regarded as just another street pattern, 
to be altered as a kind of geometrical 
jig-saw. Whether such changes affect 
the whole conception is seldom con- 
sidered. The planner sees the most 
stimulating and exciting possibilities 
denied through lack of understanding, 
and he may be powerless to help. It 
is, however, encouraging to know that, 
in the case of the Oxford gasworks, it 
was almost entirely on the evidence of 
Dr. Sharp that a Select Committee of 
the House of Lords firmly threw out 
the proposal of the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power; a fact which should surely 
suggest to the City Council that there 
are’ advantages in consulting Dr. Sharp 
even after he has produced his plan.

MURALS 

It is very appropriate that Chelsea 
should be the scene of an experiment 
in promoting interest in mural paint- 
ing while at the same time giving 
students practise in this art. Kenneth 
Rowntree and Charles Mahoney, who 
teach mural painting at the Royal 
College of Art, suggested that their 
students should base their designs on 
the requirements of actual buildings, 
to be chosen by the students and 
measured up by them with the owners’ 
permission. Three students, George 
Ball, Neville Dear and Malcolm 
Hughes, chose the Children’s Library 
at Chelsea Public Library.

the library was impressed with their 
possibilities and invited the students to 
execute them. The paintings were 
actually carried out at the Royal 
College and have now been installed 
in the library, where they were for- 
mally opened last week by Lord de 
l'Isle and Dudley in the presence of 
the mayor. The’ Children’s Library is 
not an ideal interior for mural decora- 
tion, as the ceiling is not high and 
the wall surface broken up by book- 
cases various architectural 
features, but the three students have 
exercised a lot of ingenuity utilizing 
the spaces available and have produced 
a scheme that is pleasant in colour 
and full of lively incident. 
* 

The idea is one that might well be 
followed elsewhere, though one note of 
warning should be sounded: the 
success of schemes like this must not 
be allowed to encourage local .authori- 
ties—or others needing decorations— 
to regard student labour as a way of 
getting decorations done cheaply. I 
am sure the students would be the first 
to agree that a useful way of giving 
them practical training should not de- 
prive practising artists of commissions. 


MORE PROGRESS

hear that a new volume of the Master 
has just appeared. “ Drayneflete

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Revealed” (John Murray, 8s. 6d. net) 
is a guide-book to any English

Bradford’s City Architect 


Sirn—I am writing to correct an im- 
pression which appears to have become 
current in certain quarters, to the effect 
that the Bradford City Council has de- 
cided that the City Architect’s Department 
is to come under the City Engineer and 
Surveyor in respect to housing. 

The City Council has abolished three 
Committees, including the Housing Com- 
mittee, and has set up in their place a 
Public Works Committee. In this _re- 
organization of Committees it has taken 
away certain duties, not only of the City 


. Architect, but also of the City Treasurer 


and of the Medical Officer of Health, and 
has placed them on the City Engineer and 
Surveyor. So far as the City Architect is 
concerned, only that part of his duties 
which comprised the designing of the 
housing schemes and the arranging of 
housing contracts, have been transferred to 
the City Engineer and Surveyor. 

The movers of the special resolution 
which established this new set-up desired 
that the City Architect should still be 
“the designing of the 
houses.” It appeared that what was in 
the minds of the movers was that the City 
Architect should prepare designs suitable 
for submission to Committee. but that once 
having reached that stage, the City Archi- 
tect was to withdraw, leaving the City 
Engineer and Surveyor to prepare the 
necessary working drawings, determine the 
materials, prepare the quantities and 
arrange and control contracts or carry out 
the work by direct labour. The City 
Architect, quite rightly in my opinion, de- 
clined to be a party to such an arrange- 
ment and, after further consideration, the 
City Council has transferred the duty of 
“ designing the houses” to the City Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, so that he is new to 
be fully responsible for the future hous- 
ing programme.

Presumably this 
shop design is intended as an 
implementation of this charge, 
for it is claimed that the 
archway in a plain brick 
elevation was contrived to 
lead the eye (and the customer) 
into an opening which, because 
of its false perspective and 
special lighting, is said to be 
irresistible. The main body 
of the shop is an open well, 
lit from a ceiling of semi- 
opaque glass panels and hemi- 
spheres. Around this open 
Space a continuous spiral ramp 
sweeps to the upper floor. The 
china and glass is displayed on 
this ramp, and above and 
below it, in a variety of rooms 
and recesses which are low and 
intimate in scale and therefore 
help the customer to visualize 
his purchases at home. (See also 
frontispiece on page 512).

Architects Registration Act 


Sir,—Mr. Howitt was wrong to refer to 
the alternative bodies in your issue of 
October 6, in his reply to Major Athoe’s 
letter of September 22. 

I am not a “ Corporated ” member, but an 
“Incorporated” member in the profession. 
The former term might briefly be defined as 


a united body endowed by law to watch the 


rights of an individual, and the latter term 
might sim:larly be defined as a body ready 
to unite with any other as an organized body 
politic. Mr. Howitt’s remark about a “ stan- 
dard” of knowledge required by new 
entrants, is no doubt referring to a syllabus 
prepared by a particular section in the pro- 
fession, I shall rem’nd your readers that 
there was no standard laid down for Archias, 
Scopas, Andronicus, Elphage, Nicila da Pisa, 
Weston, Gainsborough, Thynne, Jones, Wren 
and many others to become architects, nor 
even had they to pay to practise as archl- 
tects. I have a iibrary equal to the next, 
kept well up to date, but I am unable to 
detect any outstanding achievements by 4 
“ Howitt ” comparable to any of the former 
architects’ works. The two largest cathedrals 
in London were designed by the “ Unat- 
tached,” and one of eight of the largest 
buildings in London was designed by me, 
and I am still able to withhold 3.000 cus 
tomers of which I am retainer architect by 
seven multiple firms. ; 
The provisions of the Architects Reg’stra- 
tion Act were unfairly constructed. They 
afford no protection at aii for architects. 
Any outsider may draw and plan a building, 
and build it. Those provisions only restric 
a person not on the reg’ster calling himself 
an architect, but, it appears, those persons 
on the register have to pay to provide 
towards new entrants into the RIBA. The 
unfairness of those provisions is that a fat 
greater representation of RIBA members 
serve on the Architects Registration Council 
than any other society on that Council. In 
my view, those provisions have caused the 
RIBA to indulge in totalitarian principles, 
as shown by their manner in keeping very 
distant from the alternative bodies, and from 
the fact that vacant posts advertised in 
periodicals are reserved only for members of 
the RIBA. The Registration Acts have got to 
be amended in the near future, so that the 
representation of each society that serves 00 
the ARCUK shall be equal, and thus bring 
about a statutory body suitable to a demo- 
cracy. It may result in a very hard fight, 
but it will be worth it, no matter the expense. 
These views are accepted by a great number 
of architects in the RIBA and by powerful 
bodies outside the ARCUK.

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During the recent trials of the Brabazon aircraft the 
limelight that was naturally focused on the machine itself 
rather distracted attention from the buildings at Filton 
which were built to accommodate it. In fact, these 
represent one of the most spectacular architectural enter- 
prises of post-war Britain, both by reason of the scale 
of the principal units and the speed with which a complex 
design and construction programme was completed. On 
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the following pages the whole group of buildings is 
illustrated in some detail and, in view of the special 
interest of the job as an example of fruitful collaboration 
between architect and engineer, part of the Technical 
Section is given over to an analysis of the development of 
the design of the main assembly hall from the structural 
point of view. The analysis was prepared by the engineer 
responsible for the work.

INTRODUCTION.—There were 
four main divisions in the building 
work :—(1) the main aircraft 
assembly hall and apron; (2) 
various ancillary buildings, includ- 
ing boiler house and canteen ; 
(3) buildings for the use of BOAC, 
and (4) the runway. The scheme 
took three and a half years to 
complete. Government approval 
was obtained in March, 1946; the 


first contract was awarded and site 
works commenced in April; the 
Bristol Aeroplane Company began 
to occupy the buildings in Septem- 
ber, 1947, and the scheme was com- 
pleted in September this year. 

The first planning job was draw- 
ing the line for the new runway. 
This runway, which is 2,750 yards 
long and 100 yards wide, and 
involved the disappearance of a 


whole village in its construction. 
was surveyed and laid out by the 
architect of the buildings. 

It was found that the best possible 
site for the assembly hall was an 
area immediately south of the 
take-off point outside the airfield 
perimeter, and separated from it 
by a local railway line.

rasons. By giving the wide fold- 
ing doors the warmest aspect heat 
losses would be reduced, and there 
was the additional advantage that 
the hall could be lit by a window 
facing north which would not cast 
sun shadows from glazing bars and 
would be free from glare. 

After the three-bay assembly hall 
had been designed on this basis, 
the Government decided in Novem- 
ber, 1947, that BOAC should 
move their maintenance base to 
Filton from Canada. For this 
purpose, one of the three bays 
of the assembly hall was allotted 
to BOAC and a group of offices 
ad workshops designed on its 
western side. Work commenced 
om these additional buildings in 
April, 1948; the first stage of 
wcupation by BOAC of the West 
Bay and external buildings took 
place on October, 1948, and the 
buildings were completely occupied 
in August th’s year. Small works 
are still proceeding. 


THE

GENERAL.—The planning and 
design of the hall was initiated in 
April, 1944, when the leading 
dimensions of the aircraft had 
attained a fair degree of finality.

Three main sections, or bays, were 
designed : a bay for detail erecting 
a bay for final assembly, and a port 
and servicing bay. While the build- 
ing was in course of construction, 
however, the westernmost bay 
was taken over by BOAC as the 
principal. maintenance base for 
their Atlantic service. This bay 
has now been screened off by an 
asbestos party wall and only two 
bays remain for the use of the 
Brabazon. The centre bay (which 
is 420 ft. deep, 50 ft. more than 
the side bays) now. serves as the 
fabrication and assembly bay and 
gives occasional flight-shed accom- 
modation for the prototype Braba- 
zon, while the easternmost . bay 
has become the final fabrication 
and assembly bay for the prototype 
and subsequent aircraft, and also 
the flight testing bay. A 300-ft. 
minimum width clearance to each 
bay was necessary, and doors of 
this width were required to give a 
similar clearance from each bay 
on to the apron. A_ cranage 
system, capable of lifting a 10-ton 
load anywhere over the erecting 
bay, was a further basic requisite. 
At no point in the hall was this to 
be below 60 ft. in height. Door 
were to allow a similar clearance. 
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PLAN.—The three bays each have 
aclear span of 331 ft. between 
faces of the steelwork. The whole 
of the south front is occupied by 
diding doors arranged in three 
pairs, one to each bay, so that 
they can open and close either to 
the sides or the centre, giving three 
openings, each 330 ft. wide or six 
openings 143 ft.6in. wide. (These 
doors can be opened in two 
minutes by the use of electric 
motors.) 

The north side of the assembly hall 
is mainly occupied by a window, 
1,000 ft. long and 50 ft. high. 
This window, which is supple- 
mented by a small amount of roof 
lighting and clerestory roof panels, 
provides well diffused day lighting, 
good enough for detailed technical 
operations. Office and store ac- 
cmmodation is provided on gal- 
lries running along the north 
front and projecting some distance 
into the hall between the centre 
and flanking bays. The gallery at 
the north end of the centre bay is 
wed for workshops. 


CONSTRUCTION. — Structural 
iteel is used to span the hall in the 
form of two-pin arch latticed 
tibs, tied at the haunches and set 
at 50 ft. centres. These main 
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frames vary in width, those for 
the outermost bays being 7 ft. 
wide and those for the centre bay 
5 ft. wide. In order to allow for 
movement and expansion of each 
bay the arch ribs carrying the 
flanking bays are in no way 
attached to those carrying the 
centre bay. An economy in floor 
area is provided by nesting the 
vertical legs of the centre bay 
trusses within those of the flanking 
bays, where they come together. 
Movement is allowed for at founda- 
tion level by resting the main ribs 
on 10-in. diameter steel pins 
set in open arch pits 2 ft. 6 in. 
below floor level. 

The roof consists of steel decking 
covered with }-in. insulating board 
and mineral faced felt. Expansion 
jointing is provided at the junc- 
tions of the three bays. The sliding 
folding doors are of extruded 
aluminium structural sections. The 
north glazed wall is of j-in. 
polished plate glass set in alu- 
minium glazing bars, each pane 
being 5 ft. high by 3 ft. 6 in. wide.

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of 6 in. of concrete, on which a 

base of 9-in. reinforced concrete 

is laid.

FINISHES.—The external clad- 
ding of the hall, which is of 
asbestos cement sheeting, is lined 
internally with }-in. fibre board. 
The doors are clad externally with 
pressed aluminium sheeting and 
internally with }-in. fibre board. 
The 1l-in. brick wall is finished 
externally with rustic facings and 
internally with factory white. 


SERVICES.—Steam is used as 
the primary heating agent and 
operates heater batteries set at 
the foot of each main stanchion. 
Air from the hall is drawn over 
these batteries, taken up the stan- 
chions in aluminium ducts and 
discharged in a downward direction 
through the special vents illus- 
trated below. In addition, further 
batteries are arranged to come 
into operation automatically im- 
mediately the main doors are 
opened. 

Lighting is, in the main, arranged 
by batteries of lamps at catwalk 
level, a combination of mercury 
vapour and tungsten being used 
to give colour correction. Com- 
pressed air and electric power 
services are run throughout the 
hall in shallow ducts set in the 
main floor.

GENERAL.—The canteen block 
accommodates 500 operatives and 
60members of the office staff, but as 
the size of personnel may increase 
in time it was designed for unit 
extensions. It was considered 
necessary, however, to give these 
wits an appearance of complete- 
ness at each stage of their growth. 
The openness of plan adopted 
helps this, and in doing so takes full 
advantage of aspect and prospect ; 
while the incorporation of a garden 
precinct between. the units and 
the hall serves as a unifying 
feature between the lightness of 
these small scale buildings com- 
pared with the main hall. 


PLAN.—The main dining room 
for the workers, on ground level, is 
fan shaped in plan and the small 
roms for administrative staff, 
which are on the first floor above 
the kitchens, are reached by a 
gallery crossing one end of the main 
dining room, The latter is a high 
airy room, glazed at the curved 
end, outside which is a covered 
walk of light tubular construction. 
A similar covered way connects 
the canteen with the assembly hall. 


CONSTRUCTION.—The canteen 
isconstructed mainly of steel with 
ll-in. cavity brick panel walls. 
The main dining room has 11-in.

FINISHES.—The roof is finished 
with asphalte. The main hall has 
jointless flooring; private rooms 
have tiling. Rubber floors are 
used in the corridors, quarry 
tiling in the kitchens and terrazzo 
in the entrance hall and stairways. 
Aluminium skirtings have been 
used throughout, except in the 
case of tiled floors. Wall finishes 
are of plaster and distemper, 
except for tiled dados in the main 
canteen and the counter front and 
tiled walls to the canteen and 
stores. The external brickwork is 
carried out in rustic facings. 


SERVICES.—Electric lighting is 
provided throughout. Cooking is 
done partly by means of electricity 
and partly by steam. Softened 
water is provided and special 
attention has been given to extract 
ventilation to ensure the removal 
of all smell of cooking from the 
dining room,

GENERAL.—The block at the 
western end of the central bay, 
which was added when the west 
bay of the assembly hall was taken 
over as a BOAC maintenance sta- 
tio, consists of a two-storey 
office wing and single-storey work- 
shops. 


— The two- 
storey portion has a _ concrete 
frame, since no structural steel 
was available at the time.

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structural steel. Flat roofs and 
floors are of in-situ concrete. These 
give the necessary lateral stiffness 
which is lacking in the precast 
frame. The single-storey work- 
shop area, where clear floor space, 
free of columns, and good natural 
lighting was required, has an 
unusual form of roof construc- 
tion consisting of a thin slab prig- 
matic roof in concrete, formed as a 
continuous series of 45 degrees 
slope. The slabs are only 3 in. 
thick and were poured in situ 
without top shuttering, after test- 
ing, to discover a concrete mix 
stiff enough to avoid slumping. 
In general, ll-in. cavity panel 
walls are used in conjunction 
with the concrete frame, but in 
places structural brick walls up 
to 18 in. in thickness were required. 


FINISHES.—All flat roofs are 
covered with asphalte, but for the 
thin slab prismatic roof bitumen 
roofing has been used. External 
brickwork is of rustic facings. 
Internal finishes are of dustproof. 
granolithic filling. Internal walls 
have been finished with plaster 
and distemper, except in the stores, 
workroom and engine room, which 
have been: treated with faced 
brickwork and distemper. Lava- 
tories and wash rooms have tiled 
floors and dados. The entrance 
hall, floors and stairways are 
finished in terrazzo with steel 
balustrading and aluminium hand- 
rails. Floors in the workshops. 
stores and engine bay are of dust- 
proof granolithic. Tiling is laid 
in the administrative block. The 
infilling between ground and first 
floor windows to the adminis- 
trative block consists of fluted 
asbestos panels and an inner skin 
of hollow blocks with a cavity 
between.

CISTERN TYPES 


This Sheet, one of a series on automatic electric water 
heaters, illustrates the wall-mounted water heaters 
of free outlet, pressure and cistern types. _The free 
outlet water heaters are manufactured in 14, 3, 5, 74, 
12 and 15 gallons capacity; they supply hot water at 
one point only. The pressure and cistern type water 
heaters are manufactured in 5, 74, 12 and 15 gallons 
capacity, and are designed to supply hot water at a 
number of taps. 


Design and Construction 


Each type of water heater consists of a heavy gauge 
copper container with copper welded seams, tinncd 
by immersion in pure molten tin and twice tested at 
a pressure of 120 lb. per sq. in. The outer casing 
is made of silver sheet steel specially treated to 
prevent rust or corrosion. It is finished in oven-dried 
white enamel, which under normal conditions will 
neither chip nor scratch. The joints of the case with 
the top and bottom covers are trimmed with blue 
bands. The space between the hot water container 
and the outer casing is packed with re-granulated 
cork as heat insulator. 

The heating elements and the thermostat fit into 
tinned copper tubes which are mounted on an element 
plate, and can be taken out without emptying the 
container. Each heating element consists of a spiral 
of the highest quality nickel-chromium alloy, com- 
pletely enclosed in porcelain insulators, and working 


at dull heat it is practically indestructible. The 


element plate of tinned manganese bronze is fastened 
to the container by eight bolts and can be unscrewed 
with an ordinary box spanner. A drain plug is pro- 
vided for emptying the container before unscrewing 
the element plate. 

The cistern type water heater contains in addition a 
built-in cold water storage tank, which is automatically 
controlled by a ball valve. This ball tank is insulated 
from the water container by re-granulated cork. To 
prevent heat losses, the internal vent pipe is air 
lagged where it passes through the ball tank. An 
external feed pipe leads from the ball tank to the cold 
water inlet at the bottom of the hot water container. 


Oreration 


The cold water enters at the bottom of the inner con- 
tainer displacing the hot water which is drawn off 
from the top of the container through the flow tube, 
or in the case of pressure type also from the top outlet. 
The entering cold water is prevented from mixing with 
the hot water by a baffle dome, and all the hot water 
in the container can be drawn off before an appreciable 
fall in temperature. 

When the hot water is drawn off and replaced by cold 
water, the difference in temperature causes the 
thermostat to switch on the electricity. When the 
water is hot again, the thermostat switches off the 
current and the hot water is stored for later use 
practically without cost. 


Application 

The 14 and 3 gallon water heaters are intended for 
kitchen sinks, cloakroom basins, bedroom wash 
basins, hand basins in surgeries, and can be con- 
nected direct to the water mains. 


- SADIA - AUTOMATIC ELECTRIC WATER HEATERS: FREE OUTLET, PRESSURE AND 


The 5 and 74 gallon water heaters are suitable for 
kitchens and cloakrooms with two or three sinks or 
wash-basins. 

The 12 gallon Sadia provides sufficient hot water 
for a small household of three to four persons. It 
will supply the normal domestic requirements for 
washing up during the day and one small bath in the 
evening. 

The 15 gallon Sadia supplies one large morning bath, 
normal domestic requirements during the day, and 
two more baths in the evening with an interval of two 
or three hours between. 

The cistern type water heaters are particularly adapted 
to installation in flats as they do not require expansion 
pipes. The existing down service pipes to the cold 
water taps can be used for feeding the water heaters 
and no new pipes need be carried through the inter- 
vening floors. 


Installation 


Typical installation arrangements are shown in the 
illustrations. 

1. This installation shows an arrangement for a free 
outlet water heater. The flow of water is regulated 
by a tap on the inlet; the outlet spout must never be 
closed or connected to a tap. 

2. This installation shows a pressure type water 
heater supplying hot water to both kitchen and 
bathroom. A separate cold water pipe is provided 
from the storage tank and is fitted with a stop cock. 
A vent or expansion pipe leads from the highest 
point in the draw-off pipes to above the cold water 
tank. The Sadia is fixed near the sink tap where hot 
water is drawn most frequently. 

3. This installation shows a pressure type water 
heater working in conjunction with a solid fuel 
boiler, all the hot water passing through the Sadia. 
An additional vent or expansion pipe is fitted. No 
other system of working in conjunction is practicable 
nor is there any satisfactory way of utilising only one 
expansion pipe. 

4. This installation shows the arrangement for a 
cistern type water heater. All hot water taps must 
be at a lower level than the water heater. It should, 
therefore, be fitted as high as possible, leaving about 
6 in. between the top of the heater and the ceiling for 
access to the ball valve. 

The methods of installation shown in the diagrams 
have proved to be reliable and safe and should be 
followed closely. In particular, the draw-off pipes 
must be run as dead legs and not as a circulating 
system. These water heaters cannot be used in 
place of a boiler for circulating hot water through 
towel rails or radiators, or to maintain any form of 
circulation.

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This week part of the JoURNAL’S 
Technical Section is given to com- 
ments by Dr. O’ Sullivan, of Brian 
Colquhoun and Partners, the con- 
sulting engineers, on the problems 
involved in the structural design of 
the Aircraft Assembly Hall at Filton. 


THE ASSEMBLY 
HALL 


EFFECT OF PRODUCTION REQUIRE- 
MENTS 


Considering the size of the Aircraft 
Assembly Hall at Filton, the shape of the 
cross section of the building is one of its most 
unusual features. A number of hangars have 
been built of roof span approaching the 331- 
ft. clear of the assembly hall, and one just 
recently in the United States of substantially 
the same span. Figure 1 gives a view of 
the latter, from which it may be seen that it 
is a stiffened concrete shell of inverted caten- 
ary form. This figure is reproduced to 
show a building which is obviously simple 
and at the same time most economical. How- 
ever, the functional requirements at Filton 
entirely ruled out the adoption of such an 
arrangement, ds it was laid down that the 
Whole floor area of each bay should be 
capable of being serviced by overhead 
cranes, with hooks capable of being raised 
not less than 57 ft. from the floor at every 
Point. This requirement formed the funda-

Hence, it became 
quite impossible to use the economic arch 
shape of the building shown in Fig. 1. It wil] 
be seen from this ee that such a build- 
ing would neither give the specified 
clearance nor lend itself to the provision of 
a practicable craneage system, as finally de- 
veloped. 


CHOICE OF STRUCTURAL MEDIUM 

Prior to the investigation into the various 
types described later, the nature of the struc- 
tural medium to be adopted was given the 
closest consideration. In view of the preva- 
lent shortage of steel, the possibility of using 
reinforced concrete was examined at the out- 
set. Whilst there appeared to be no radical 
difference between the cost of reinforced con- 
crete and certain other forms of construc- 
tion, this medium was finally ruled out owing 
to the difficulty of meeting the special re- 
quirements involved in the provision of 
shuttering, formwork and travelling staging, 
Furthermore, it was realised at an early 
stage that the east bay of the building must 
be available for use within twelve months 
from commencement of the work, and, asa 
result of this, it was found that more factors 
would remain outside the control of the 
consultant and the contractor if a metallic 
design were not adopted. 

It became apparent from the foregoing that 
some kind of lattice construction should be 
used incorporating metal sections. As the 
weight of the main arch inevitably formed a 
very large -proportion of the total load, 
aluminium alloy might well have been 
adopted as a medium. However, the avail- 
ability of the material, together with the 
limited knowledge of its use in structures of 
such magnitude, made its adoption at that 
time an injudicious proposition. 

It was ultimately decided that the basic de- 
sign should consist of structural steel mem- 
bers arranged in lattice formation. Consider- 
able economies were eventually effected by 
the use of high tensile steel for the ¢com- 
ponents under the roof. These were 
brought about as a result of the reduction 
of material required consequent upon the 
diminution of the dead weight to be carried. 


NATURE OF STRUCTURAL ARRANGE- 
MENT 


Once the general form and materials of 
construction had been determined, it was 
necessary to consider in detail how adjacent 
frames should be arranged. Figure 2 
shows eight of the conceptions based upon 
the accepted requirements, which were 
ultimately abandoned in favour of the 
final structure which was made up as 
shown in figure 3. 

It may be of interest to consider a num- 
ber of reasons why the arrangements 
shown in figure 2 were abandoned. Types 
(c).(d) and (g) were eventually considered 
neither suitable for meeting the esthetic 
requirements, nor economical in them- 
selves. 

Since it became apparent at a fairly 
early stage that a high level structural grid 
independent of the room framing would be 
required for providing suspension for the 
overhead cranes, as well as for the light- 
ing and heating units, it was decided that 
a tie would be necessary, converting in 
effect the upper part of the frame to a 
bow-string arch. Apart from the advan- 
tages in providing a basis for this grid, 
the tie was found materially to reduce the 
stresses in the whole arch system as it 
prevented the tendency of each frame to 
splay out freely at the haunches under 
load. For these and the following reasons, 
(a), (b), (e) and (f) as shown, were finally 
ruled out. Under normal conditions, 
scheme (e) with the tie system would 
probably have proved _ the most 
economical. However, owing to the 
cumulative width of the three bays being 
over 1,000 ft., it was found that the

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would have been most excessive were such 
a fully’ continuous arrangement adopted. 
Types (a) and (f) were also unsuitable 
owing to the impossibility of giving 
priority to the construction of the outer 
bays with such an arrangement. It will be 
seen in these cases that the outer frames 
cannot be constructed until the centre 
frame is itself in position. The situation 
then resolved itself to providing an in- 
dependent type of construction on the 
basis shown in (b). For the considerations 
previously given, scheme (h) had already 
been eliminated. 

The ultimate development of scheme (b) 
is shown in figure 3, which indicates the 
adopted arrangement, which was to provide 
a series of entirely independent frames with 
ties at haunch level, adjacent members of 
which were nested one into the other in 
order to economize as far as possible with 
space. The resultant scheme, it was found, 
best met the esthetic requirements, gave 
flexibility to the construction programme, 
allowed speed of erection and was con- 
sonant with economy. 

The final structural arrangement consisted 
of main frames at 50-ft. centres which 
supported a series of longitudinal lattice 
frames. These in turn supported sub- 
sidiary frames. Purlins and sheeting rails 
running from subsidiary frames to main 
frames supported the roof sheeting, cladd- 
ing and insulating board lining. 


FEATURES OF STRUCTURAL DESIGN 


The carrying of such fragile cladding 
materials as asbestos cement and glass on 
such a leviathan structural framework 
created a number of problems which per- 
haps had never been encountéred before. 
Under extreme gale conditions it was esti- 
mated that frames carrying exposed parts 
of the hall would sway up to five inches 
each side of their normal position. This 
meant that a range of movement up to ten 
inches must be allowed at eaves level. The 
problem of providing a satisfactory support 
for the cladding material was exacerbated 
by the fact that a lateral wind force, whilst 
causing a sway in an outer bay, would not 
set up a similar movement in the sheltered 
part of the adjacent centre bay: This 
arises partly from the curious fact that the 
effect of lateral gale on a roof is to cause 
a setting up of a suction effect only, over 
its whole length acting normal to the sur- 
face, in that the drag effect of the wind is 
negligible. Hence it was necessary to allow 
for movement at the valley gutter and to 
make special provision for drainage. 
Another problem of some interest arising 
out of wind sway arose from the fact that 
the steel framework carrying the north 
glazed walls had to remain fixed in position 
whilst the adjacent return walls and roof 
remain subject to sway under gale con- 
ditions. 

Figure 4 gives a bird’s-eye view showing 
where these problems were encountered, 
and a diagrammatic indication of how they 
were resolved. 

Figure 5 is a detail of one of the hinge 
pins to the main arches. 

Figure 6 shows the nesting of the upright 
portions of frames to adjacent bays. 
Details of the expansion jointing in the roof 
sheeting at the dual valley gutters and 
down pipes are shown in figures 7 and 8. 

An example of the framing arrangement 
required to allow the north glazed wall 
frames to remain fixed in position whilst 
the adjacent return walls and roof remain 
subject to sway under gale conditions, is 
indicated in figure 11. It may be seen from 
this that the basis of the scheme is that 
the sheeting rail at X is cantilevered out 
to Z, to which is attached sheeting rail 
ZY, which works as a link acting in a 
horizontal plane with fulcrum Y, the rail 
XZ moving backwards and forwards in 


parallel fashion in accordance with the’ 


prevailing wind conditions.

Top, fig. 10 shows the arrangement of the 
concertina type doors. Fig. 11, beneath it, 
indicates the framing arrangement required 
to allow the north glazed wall frames to 
remain in position while adjacent return walls 
and roof remain subject to sway under gale 
conditions.

proportions. The space heating requirements 
are supplied by eighty unit-heater 
cubicles, of which forty-two are on main 
stanchion faces and twenty-six are mounted 
overhead on the main ties. Each operate 
under individual thermostatic control to pro- 
ject warmed air through groups of high- 
velocity projection nozzles. The location of 
the unit heaters on the stanchions is indicated 
on page 524. The remaining twelve unit 
heaters come into operation automatically in 
groups of four, if the main doors are opened 
during the heating season, and are arranged 
to create a hot-air “ blanket” in the verti- 
cal plane of the door openings. After the 
doors are closed, these supplementary unit 
heaters continue to operate until equable 
temperature conditions are restored within 
the hall. 


CRANES 


Fig. 12 shows the general arrangement of 
one of the travelling bridges with the under- 
slung travelling hoists. Owing to the changes 
in length of the tie with variations of tem- 
perature and alterations in loading condi- 
tion, it was found that the distance between 
the ends of the rails for the travelling hoist 
forming part of the mobile bridges was sub- 
ject to variation by just over an inch. The 
problem of hoist transference was made more 
difficult by the difference in level up to } in. 
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arising from non-uniform loads setting up a 
torque in the supporting box girders. The 
problem was only overcome by providing the 
hoist with two axles at each end mounted at 
different levels together with a scarfing 
arrangement to the rails of the travelling 
bridges, as shown in Fig. 13. 


DOORS 

Concertina type doors provided to each of 
the three bays allowing for openings 300 ft. 
wide by 65 ft. high are, as far as can be 
ascertained, the biggest that have ever been 
constructed. They are entirely of aluminium 
alloy and operate automatically; push but- 
tons for this purpose are provided on the 
power mullions, in which are fixed powerfui 
electric motors. The method of operation is 
for the power mullions to wind themselves 
backwards and forwards along fixed cables 
running one above the top guides, the other 
in a groove in the floor. Fig. 10 indicates 
the arrangement diagrammatically. 


FLOOR 

The prototype Brabazon mark 1 was de- 
signed so that the greater part of the weight 
was carried principally on two _ under- 
carriages, each having two wheels. Since 
the laden weight of the aircraft amounts to 
about 130 tons, each wheel may apply a 
load of approximately 30 tons to the floor 
over the contact area. It is apparent that 
this extraordinary loading condition de- 
manded a scientific design for the floor itself. 
The construction finally settled upon to meet 
these conditions consisted of consolidated 
layers of hardcore on an ash-blinded forma- 
tion overlaid by a 6-in. concrete sealing slab 
which was surmounted by a 9-in. high 
grade concrete top slab. The required 
thickness of consolidated hardcore, and the 
use, or otherwise, of reinforcement was 
determined as a result of sheer tests made 
to undisturbed samples of the sub-soil to- 
gether with micrometer deflection tests on 
loaded plates applied to the prepared sur- 
face prior to the casting of the concrete 
slabs.
